The allied forces continued to gain

Launching a now attack near Grand 
Rozoy they advanced a half mile.

Still further north toward Solssons 
the French surrounded the village of 
Buzancy and took 200 prisoners, but 
later lost the village. 
From various parts of the line the 
news is that the Germans are con­ 
tinuing their retirement, hiw are re­ 
sisting strongly at several points, es­ 
pecially on the easterly wing along 
the line of Ohamvrecy, Ville-en-Tarde- 
nols and Saint Oetnmy. 
The Germans started a new battle 
In a quiet sector east of Rheims by 
launching a heavy attack against the 
French positions 
on

Mont Sans Norn. 
When latest des­ 
patches were filed the fighting was 
proceeding without much advantage 
on either side. 
The allfed line in the Rlieims-Sois- 
sons pocket, according Jo advices re­ 
ceived, runs approximately as fol­ 
lows:

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Swallows Fight for Fanners 


They Are the Light Cavalry of the Bird Aimy 


•'The army of the birds" Is a familiar phrase, yet the picture it paints 


In most minds is, perhaps, an army on the march rathe- than an unny in 
combat; the birds in annual migration from zone to zone rather than the 
birds on daily duty from field to field. The latter and more accurate idea 
comes only when special branches of the service are pointed out—\\hen, for 
Instance, a bird experts says,'"The swallows are the light cavalry of the army 
of birds, ever on the move, always on the skirmish line, foraging the fields 
of air, constantly on the alert to cut off stragglers from insect camps and 
missing no opportunity to destroy these enemies of the farmer." 


The phrases quoted are used in the opening paragraph of a bulletin 


Issued by th,e United States department of agriculture. 
It is entitled, "Pt>od 


Habits of the Swallows, a Family of Valuable Native Birds." It is the last 
work done by one of the greatest economic ornithologists the world has pro- 
duced, Prof. F. B. L. Beal, for 25 years an assistant in the bureau of biological 
survey, and whose death occurred October 1, 1916. 


The bulletin deals with the seven species of swallow that are of wide 


distribution in the United States, the Purple Martin, the Cliff swallow, the 
Barn swallow, the Tree swallow, the Violet-Green swallow, the Bank swallow 
and the Rough-ringed swallow. The food habits of all the species are, of 
course, similar, but they vary in certain more or less important details. 
It 


is shown, for instance, that while the other six species eat practically no 
vegetable food ercept such as is incidentally taken with insect food, the Tree 
swallow occasionally makes a full meal of berries or seeds. It is definitely 
shown, however, thar no swallow consumes any vegetable food that is of use 
to man, only worthless forms of wild berries and seeds being taken. And 
even this forms such a small part of the total diet as to be negligible. Ex- 
cept for the Tree swallow, the vegetable element will not average one-half 
of 1 per cent of the total diet. 


With few exceptions, the insects eaten by swallows are injurious. Since 


swallows take their food on the vvi-vg, it follows that they must feed upon 
flying*insects, and, 
for the most part, predacious beetles and other beneficial 


ground-frequenting forms escape. The biggest single item in the swallow diet 
Is Diptera, the order of insects to which belong flies, gnats and mosquitoes. 
This item constitutes nearly 27 per cent of the total when averaged for the 
seven species. The next largest Item is Hemiptera, the order of insects includ- 
ing the chinch bug, plant lice and the like. It is shown that, of the beetles 
eaten, a large part is made up of weevils, including the cotton boll weevil, 
the clover weevil, the strawberry weevil, the alfalfa weevil, which is a re- 
cently imported pest, and other highly destructive weevils. 


On the whole, the swallows are shown to be a highly beneficial bird

Underground Railroad and 


Useless Caucus Room, Two 


Extravagances at Capitol. 


One of the curiosities of the capltol 


is the miniature railroad that connects 
the senate, via underground passage, 
with the senate ollice building, relates 
a Washington correspondent. The cars | 
of this railroad operate on a monorail 
by electricity. 


The road is about 150 yards in length 


and has a double track. 
When one 


car is at one end of the track the other 
car is at the other end, and vice versa. 
The railroad was intended originally to 
aid senators in making speed 'from 
their offices to the senate chamber. Roll 
calls do not require much time In the 
senate and there is danger that if a 
roll call Is asked when a senator Is in 
his office he will miss the roll call un- 
less he uses the electric oar. That 
saves him about ten or fifteen seconds' 
time. 


The road is open to the public and 


it costs nothing to ride. As a conse- 
quence messenger boys, clerks and 
janitors use the railroad freely, while 
senators, except on days when the 
weather is inclement, prefer to walk in 
the open air between their offices and 
the senate chamber. 


Besides the initial equipment, the 


road entails an expense of about $50 
weekly for the employ of two opera- 
tors and probably half that amount for 
electricity. This would make a yearly 
expense of $3,900 as a very conserva- 
tive estimate.

Law Forbids Hoarding. 


Persons who have sought to excuse 
their violations 
of rulrs and regula­ 
tions of the United States food ad­ 
ministration on the assertion that

strating his ability as purchasing offi­ 
cer for the American fleet when it 
went around the world. 
Its Chief Merit. 
The chief point of merit in the 
navy's purchasing system is centrali­ 
zation. All its supply activities are 
administered 
from 
Washington, 
no 
matter how widely the American fleet 
may be scattered over 
the 
world. 
Ships are provisioned in the West In­ 
dies, sailors are provided with warm 
winter clothing for destroyer service 
in the submarine zone around the Brit­ 
ish Isles, coal is dispatched to ships 
in the Philippines, nitrates are brought 
<rom Chile, clothing is manufactureu 
in New York and Norfolk, stores are 
carried at innumerable points ready 
for delivery to shipá at instant notice. 
Yet all activities center in Washington, 
nnd navy supply business is not only 
kept under the eyes of a few execu­ 
tives, but is expedited by a fine work­ 
ing spirit. 
Next to centralization and this fine 1 
working spirit, probably the most Im­ 
portant element in the system is pub-; 
licity in dealing with the supply o f ! 
the navy’s innumerable needs. 
Under 1 
pressure of war other departments» 
have found it expedient to set aside 
the normal peace-time methods of pur- * 
chasing under competitive bids, but the j 
navy has adhered to the method of ; 
open (ridding, with full publicity, on 
the principle that the public, contrib­ 
uting war funds by taxation, has a 
right to know exactly and in the full­ 
est detail how its money is being ex­ 
pended. 
Another principle the navy adheres 
to is that war demands should be met 
by the peace-time system of purchas­ 
ing. Great as war demands are, they 
call simply for an increase Jn volume 
of business—not a change In the fun-! 
damental method of conducting busi­ 
ness. 
If the method has been proper­ 
ly worked out in peace, it will meet 
the exigencies of war. 
Directed by McGowan. 
If every institution is the length 
and shadow of one man, as Emerson 
said, then the bureau of supplies and 
accounts today reflects the personality 
of Admiral McGowan. When the bu­ 
reau transacted Its affairs with 28 peo­ 
ple, he knew them all, and they work­ 
ed under his eye every day, helped by 
the optimism and energy which he ra­ 
diates. After a year of war. with his 
organization approaching 1,000 people, 
he still knows them all and sees them 
frequently, and maintains the original 
spirit of organization Jjy making un­ 
limited demands upon each individual 
for work, according to his or her capac­ 
ity. with unstinted commendation for 
all good work, whether the job be 
or small, 
When the strength of the navy was 
1 al out Oi.OUO officers and enlisted men 
iht* bmvau of supplies and accounts 
! did all its purchasing nnd transporta­ 
tion through naval officers of the pay­ 
master’s corps. When war came, and 
activities increased by several hun­ 
dred per cent monthly, the organiza­ 
tion Ywts strengthened by taking on 


chartering and ocean transport, who 
severed his connection with a big New 
York shipping concern for the period 
of the war. Transportation on land 
was taken over by O. M. Ellsworth, 
who left a remunerative position with 
a big railway system to enter Uncle 
Sam’s service. 
The navy needed chemicals, nnd 
Donald Itiley came from a large chem­ 
ical concern to take charge of this de­ 
partment. 
It needed industrial ac­ 
counting, and a great accounting ma­ 
chinery concern made arrangements 
whereby C. S. Ashdown took that ac­ 
tivity in hand, giving all his time to 
the development of accounting sys­ 
tems as the bureau’s transactions mul­ 
tiplied again and again. A department 
to deal with foodstuffs was provided 
under F. A. Tillman; another dealing 
with lumber under C. M. Morford, and 
another dealing with leather and al­ 
lied materials under J. W. McIntosh. 
The general standard of ability ¿et 
by the navy for Its civilian experts Is 
that each man must be worth several 
times what the navy pays him in sal­ 
ary, and that he must come into the 
organization for the period of the war 
absolutely. 
“Outside talent with in­ 
side control” is the principle followed, 
and this has worked so well that the 
navy has never been obliged to seek 
advisory service outside its own or-

gnnizntlon. Growth has been entirely 
from within out. 
Can St# Bids Optnttf. 
In Sanda court, the bureau’s tem­ 
porary structure in the central court of 
the state, war nnd navy building» a 
room Is provided which can be entered 
by anyone without pass, question, or 
formality. There Is an open door, en­ 
tered from the street, giving access to 
a room called “The Public’s Room,” 
nnd there any person interested In of­ 
fering a bid on navy supplies or wish­ 
ing to see that bids are opened fairly 
ran go and watch all transactions* 
Employees engaged in opening the 
thousands of bids received dally work 
In open view of any person who wants 
to enter this room. As fast as bids 
are opened the amounts of each Item 
are posted in books and placed upon, 
counters, where anyone may examine 
them, learning all the facts about the 
prices bid by competitors. 
Admiral McGowan’s views on pub­ 
licity for government purchases are 
very pronounced. 
“In handling other people’s money 
things must not only be right,” he 
says, “but they must look right.” And 
the best way of having them look right 
In his belief, is to let the public super­ 
vise operations to the utmost extent* 
Only In war has the navy found It 
necessary to keep any Information 
about Its purchases confidential, and 
even in war secrecy is necessary for 
but a very small fraction of the pur­ 
chasing, where .knowledge of details, 
might afford assistance to the enemy* 
Centralized purchasing with a well- 
planned organization has made it pos­ 
sible for the navy to increase its turn­ 
over many thousand per cent, not mere­ 
ly without congestion or other diffi­ 
culties, but with actual increase in 
incomes and efficiency. As purchases 
have grown larger and more numerous 
they have been handled with greater 
speed and at lower cost. 
Quality Safeguarded. 
And with growth and magnitude 
there has been every care to safeguard 
the quality of supplies purchased for 
the navy. When we entered the wrar 
confusion existed in commodity mar­ 
kets, and there was apparent short­ 
age of wool and other supplies. It was 
believed for a time that navy specifi­ 
cations would have to be revised, with 
a lowering of quality. But the bureau 
of supplies and accounts took a deter­ 
mined stand on that point. Very often, 
in view of assumed conditions, it look­ 
ed like a stiff-necked stand against 
reasonableness. Despite a wide-spread' 
belief among textile men that navy 
uniforms would have to he made partly* 
of shoddy, if the enormous require­ 
ments were to be promptly met, the 
bureau refused to consider any lower» 
ing x)t its standards for uniform cloth,, 
and, through the department of agri~ 
culture, secured actual figures regard­ 
ing the available wool stock in this 
country at that time. This survey not 
only proved that there was ample wool 
in the country for military purposes,, 
but checked a wildly rising market* 
The same stand has been taken on 
food for our sailors, coal for battle­ 
ships, and practically every article re-, 
quired by the navy. 
“The best that is humanly possible,”« 
says Admiral McGowan, “is none too’ 
good for the men at the front, wheth­ 
er they be in the army or navy. I 
hold myself personally accountable to 
every father, and every mother, and 
every wife, and every sweetheart, that 
the men I have any supervision and; 
care over are as well clothed and as 
well fed as it Is possible for them to 
be. I acknowledge that as a personal 
responsibility resting on me. I freely, 
acknowledge it; excuses are not re­ 
ceivable, and alibis are not accepted.

The Folly of Despair. 
Less than nine months ago eighteen 
K)fllcers of tlie Hoyal flying corps, 
which had been training in Canada, 
*eft for England on the Meganlc. 
If any of them was over twenty-five 
years of age, he hud successfully con-

quallficatloa which 
must be won before a member of the 
l\. F. C. is allowed to hunt the Huns 
on the western front. 
This was in May, 1917. 
By August 1, most of us were fall- 
ilodged pilots, actively engaged at varl-‘ 
ous parts of the line in daily contllct 
with the enemy. 
By December 15, every man Jack of 
us who had met the enemy In France, 
with one exception, had appeared on 
the casualty list. 
The exception %vas 
H. K. Boysen, an American, who at 
last report was lighting on the Italian 
front still unscathed. 
Whether his 
good fortune has i5tood him up to this 
time I don’t know, but if it has 1 w’ould 
bo very much surprised. 
Of the others, five were killed in ac­ 
tion—three Americans, one Canadian, 
and one Englishman. Three more were 
in all probability killed in action al­ 
though ofllclally they are listed merely 
as “missing.” 
One of these was an 
American, one a Canadian, and the 
third a Scotchman. 
Three more, two 
of them Americans, were seriously 
wounded. 
Another, a Canadian, is a 
prisoner in Germany. I know nothing 
of the others. 
What happened to me is narrated in 
there pages. I wish, instead, I could 
tell the story of each of iffy brave com­ 
rades, for not one of them was downed, 
I am sure, without upholding the best 
traditions of the R. F. C. Unfortunate­ 
ly, however, of the eigliteen who 
sailed on the Meganlc last May, I 
happened to bo the first to fall into 
the hands of the Iluns, and what befell 
my comrades after that, with one ex­ 
ception, I k^iow only second hand. 
The exception was the case of poor, 
brave Paul Raney—my closest chum— 
whose last battle I witnessed from my 
German prison—but that is a story I 
shall tell in its proper place. 
In one way, however^ I think the 
story of my own “big adventure” and 
ray miraculous escape may, perhaps, 
serve a purpose as useful as that of 
the heroic fate of my less fortunate 
comrades. Their story, it is true, might 
inspire others to deeds of heroism, 
but mine, I hope, will convey the 
equally valuable lesson • of the folly 
of despair. 
Many were the times in the course 
of my struggles wlien it seemed abso­ 
lutely useless to continue. In a hostile 
country, wiiere discovery meant death, 
wounded, sick, famished, friendless, 
hundreds of miles from the nearest 
neutral territory the frontier of which 
was so closely guarded that even if I 
got there it seemed too much to hope 
that I could ever get through, what 
was the use of enduring further 
agony? 
And yet here I am, in the land of 
liberty—although in a somewhat ob­ 
scure corner of it—the little town oi 
Momance, III., where I was born—not 
very much the worse for wear after all 
I’ve been throui^h, and, as I write these 
words not eight months have passed 
since my seventeen comrades and I 
sailed from Canada on the Meganlc, 
Can it be possible that I was spared 
to convey a message of hope to others 
\vho are destined for similar trials? I 
am afraid there will be many of them. 
Years ago I heard of the epitaph 
which Is said to have been found on u 
child’s grave: 
^If I was so soon to be done for 
Wliat, O Lord, was I ever bee^un for?” 
The way It has come to me since I 
returned from Europe is : 
“If, O Lord, I was to be done for. 
What were t n y sufferings e’er begun 
for?’* 
Perhaps the ans\5or lies In the sug­ 
gestion I have made. 
At any rate, if this record of my ad­ 
ventures should prove Instrumental In 
sustaining others who need encourage­ 
ment, I shall feel that my sufferings 
were not in vain. 
It is hardly likely that anyone will 
quite duplicate my experiences, but I 
Imven’t the slightest doubt that many 
will have to go through trials equally 
nerve-racking and suffer disappoint­ 
ments Just as diaheartening. 
It would be very far from the mark 
to imagine that the optimism which I 
am preaching now so glibly sustamed 
me through all my troublei*. 
On the 
controry, I am free to confess that I 
frequently gave way to despair and 
often, for hours at a time, felt so de­ 
jected and discouraged that I really 
didn’t care v.iiat happeneiJ to me. In­ 
deed, I rather hoped that something 
would happen to put an end to my 
misery. 
But despite all my despondency and 
hopelessness, the worst never haj)- 
li^ied, and I can’t help thinking that 
my salvation must have been designed 
to sjiow the v.'ay to others.

So I went out to California. There 
another fellow and I built our own 
machine, which we flew in various 
parts of the state. 
In the early part of 1916, wiien trou­ 
ble w'as brewing in Mexico, I joined the 
American flying corps. I was sent to 
San Diego, where the army flying 
school is located, and spent about eight 
months there, but as I was anxious to 
get into active service and there didn’t 
seem much chance' of America ever 
getting into the w^ar, I resigned and, 
crossing over to Canada, Joined the 
Royal Flying corps at Victoria, B. C. 
I was sent to Camp Borden, Toronto, 
first to receive instruction ai.d later to 
Instruct.

We soon 
observed four enemy machines, two- 
seaters, coming toward us. This type 
of machine Is used by the Huns for 
artillery work and bomb dropping, and 
we knew they wore on mischief bent. 
Each machine had a machine gun In 
front, worked by the pilot, and the ob­ 
server also had a gun with which he 
could spray all around. 
When we first noticed the Huns, our 
fuachlnes were about six miles back 
of the German lines and w*e were lying 
high up in the sky, keeping the sun 
behind us, so that the enemy could not 
see us. 
We picked out three of the machines 
and dove down on them. I went right 
by the man I picked for myself and 
his observer In the rear seat kept 
pumping at me to beat the band. Not 
one of my siiots took effect as I went 
right down under him, but I turned 
and gave him another burst of bullets, 
and down he went in a spinning nose 
dive, one of his wings going one way 
and one anotlier. As I saw him crash 
to tlie ground I knew that I had got my 
first hostile aircraft. One of my com­ 
rades was equally successful, but the 
other two German machines got away. 
We chased them back until things got 
too hot for us by reason of the appear­ 
ance of other German machines, and 
then we called It a day. 
This experience whetted my apjietlte 
for more of the same kind, and I did 
not have long to wait. 
It may be well to explain hero Just 
what a spinning nose bend Is. A few 
years ago the spinning nose dive was 
considered one of the niosrt dangerous 
things a pilot could attempt, and 
many men were killed getting Into this 
spin and not kno'^ng how to come 
out of It. 
In fact, lots of pilots 
thought that when once you got Into 
a spinning nose dive there was no 
way of coming out of It. 
It is now 
used, however, in actual flying. 
The machines that are used In 
France are controlled in t^fo way.s, 
both by hands and feet, the feet 
working 
the 
yoke or 
rudder 
bar 
whlcii controls the rudder; tlmt steers 
the machine. 
The lateral controls 
fore and aft, which cause the ma­ 
chine to rise or lower, are controlled 
by a contrivance called a “Joy stick.” 
If, when flying in the air, a pilot 
should release his hold on this stick, 
it will gradually come toward the 
pilot. 
In that position the machine will 
begin to climb. 
So if a pilot is shot 
and loses control of this “joy stick,” 
his machine begins to ascend, and 
climbs until the angle formed be­ 
comes too great for it to continue or 
the motor to pull the plane; for a 
fraction of a second it stops, and the 
motor then being the heaviest, it 
causes the nose of the machine to fall 
forward, pitching down at a terrific 
rate of speed and spinning at the 
same time. If the motor is still run­ 
ning, it naturally Increases the speed 
much more than It would if the mo­ 
tor were shut 
acd there is greut 


the wings, and there Is the same dis- 
astrous result. 
Oftentimes, when the 
patrol tank is punctured by a tracer 
bullet from another machine in the 
air, the plane that Is hit catches on 
flre and either gets Into a spin or a 
straight dive and heads for the earth, 
hundreds of miles an hour, a mass of 
flame, looking like a brilliant comet 
in the sky. 
The spinning nose dive is used to 
greater advantage ^jy the* Germans 
than by our own pilots for the reasoa 
that wiien a flght gets too hot for the 
German, he will put his machine In 
a spin, and as the chances are nine 
out of ten that we are fighting over 
German territory, he simply spina 
down out of our range, straightens 
out before he reaches the ground, and 
gets on home to liis airdrome. 
It Is 
useless to follow Ijlm down inside the 
German lines, for you would in all 
probability be shot down before you 
can attain sufl^clent altitude to cross 
tlie line again. 
It often happens that a pilot will 
bo chasing another machine whea 
suddenly he sees it start to spin. Per» 
haps they are fifteen or eighteen thou* 
sand feet in the air, and the hostile 
machine spins down for thousands of 
feet. 
He thinks he has hit the other 
machine and goes home happy that 
he has brought down another Hun. 
He reports 
the occurrence to the 
squadron, telling how he shot dowo 
his enemy; but when the rest of the 
squadron come in with their report, 
or some artillery observation balloon 
sends in a report, it develops that 
when a few hundred feet from the 
ground the supposed dead man In the 
spin has come out of the spin and 
gone merrily on his way for his air­ 
drome.

American, one a Canadian, and the 
third a Scotchman. Three more, two

I received my baptism into this kind 


of work the third time I went out over 
the lines, and I would recommend it 
to anyone who is hankering for excite- 
ment. You are not only apt to be at- 
tacked by hostile aircraft from above, 
but you are swept by machine-gun fire 
from below. I have seen some of our 
machines come back from this work 
sometimes so riddled with bullets that 
I wondered how they ever held to- 
gether. Before we started out on one 
of these jobs, we were mighty careful 
to see that our motors were m perfect 
condition, because they told us the 
"war bread was bad in Germany." 


One morning, shortly after I joined 


the squadron, three of us started over 
the line of our own accord. We soon 
observed four enemy machines, two- 
seaters, coming toward us. This type 
of machine is used by the Huns for 
artillery work and bomb dropping, and 
we knew they were on mischief bent. 
Each machine had a machine gun in 
front, worked by the pilot, and the ob- 
server also had a gun with which he 
could spray all around. 


When we first noticed the Huns, our 


machines were about six miles back 
of the German lines and we were lying 
high up :r. the sky, keeping the sun 
behind us, so that the enemy could not 
bee us. 


We picked out three of the machines 


and dove down on them. I went right 
by the man I picked for myself and 
his observer in the rear seat kept 
pumping at me to beat the band. Not 
one of my shots took effect as I went 
right down under him, but I turned 
and gave him another burst of bullets, 
and down he went in a spinning nose 
dive, one of his wings going one way 
and one another. As I saw him crash 
to the ground I knew that I had got my 
first hostile aircraft. One ot my com- 
rades was equally successful, but the 
other tuo German machines sot away. 
We chased them back until things got 
too hot for us by reason of the appear- 
ance of other German machines, and 
then we called it a day. 


This experience whetted my appetite 


for more of the same kind, and I did 
not have long to wai*~. 


It may be well to explain here just 


what a spinning nose bend is. A few 
years ago the spinning nose dive was 
considered one of the most dangerous 
things a pilot could attempt, and 
many men were kille'l getting into this 
spin and not kno^ng how to come 
out of it. 
In fact, lots of pilots 


thought that when once you got Into 
a spinning nose dive there was no 
way of coming out of it. 
It is now 


used, however, in actual flying. 


The machines that are used in 


France are controlled in two ways, 
both by hands and feet, the feet 
working the 
yoke or

which controls the rudder; that steers 
the machine. 
The lateral controls 


fore and aft, which cause the ma- 
chine to rise or lower, are controlled 
by a contrivance called a "joy stick." 
It, when flying in the air, a pilot 
should release his hold on this stick, 
it will gradually come toward the 
pilot.

This is all right when a man la 


over his own territory, because he 
can right his machine and come out 
of it; but if it happens over German 
territory, the Huns would only follow 
him down, and w hen he came out of 
the spin they would be above him. 
having all the advantage, and would 
shoot him down with ease. 
It is a 


good way of getting down into a 
cloud, and is used very often by both 


I sides, but it requires skill and cour- 
age by the pilot making it if he ever 
expects to come out alive. 
A spin 


being made by a pilot intentionally 
looks exactly like a spin that is made 
by a machine actually being shot 
down, so one never knows whether it 
i.s forced or intentional until the pilot 
cither rights Ins nuii'hine nnd comes 
out of it, or crashes to the ground. 


Another dive similar to th»s one 13 


known as just the plain dive. 
As- 


sume, for instance, that a pilot fi\ ing; 
at a height of several thousand feet 
is shot, loses control of Ivs machine, 
and the nose of the plane starts down 
with the motor full on. He is going 
at a tremendous speed and in many 
instances is going so straight and 
swiftly that the speed is too great for 
the machine, because it was never 
constructed to withstand the enor- 
mous pressure forced 
against 
tha 


w ings, and they consequently crumple 
up. 


If, too, in an attempt to strnlgatcn 


the machine, the elevators should be- 
come affected, as often happens in 
trviug to bring a machine out of a 
dive, the strain is again too great on 
the wings, and there is the same dis- 
astrous result. 
Oftentimes, when the 


patrol tank is punctured 6y a tracer 
bullet from another machine in the 
air, the plane that is hit catches on 
fire and either gets into a spin or a 
straight dive and heads for the earth, 
hundreds of miles an hour, a mass of 
flame, looking like a brilliant comet 
in the sky. 


The spinning nose dive is used to 


greater advantage by tin,- Germans 
than by our own pilots for the reason 
that when a fight gets too hot for the 
German, he w-ill put his machine in 
a spin, and as the chances are nine 
out of ten that we are fighting ovcr 
German territory, he simply spins 
down out of our range, straightens 
out before he reaches the ground, and 
gets on home to his airdrome. It is 
useless to follow him down inside the 
German lines, for you would in all 
probability be shot down before you 
can attain sufficient altitude to cross 
the line again. 


It often happens that a pilot will 


be chasing another machine when 
suddenly he sees it start to spin. Per- 
haps they are fifteen or eighteen thou- 
sand feet in the air, and the hostile 
machine spins down for thousands of 
feet. He thinks he has hit the other 
machine and goes home happy that 
he has brought down another Hun.

He left Gen. Itoy Stone ol 
his staff at Charleston to recruit a 
gang of laborers for the army In Porto 
Hico.

Miles proceeded

To Save Vessels From Sinking. 
Interest has been aroused by an ap­ 
paratus that has lately been developed 
to save ocean vessels from sinking 
after being torpedoed or damaged by 
collision. 
The contrivance, which Is 
show'n in Popular Mechanics Maga­ 
zine, comprises a laminated steel disk, 
to the center of which is attached a 
series 
of 
rubberized 
canvas 
cone 
shaped buckets. 
In use, the end cone 
on the chain would be lowered into 
the water In the vicinity of the hole 
in a ship’s hull. 
Upon being caught by 
the Inrushing water, It would be pulled 
through the opening. The whole string 
of buckets would then be lowered along 
with the disk so that the latter 
would be pulled In place over the 
break. The cones, being of Hezible ma­ 
terial, would be able to pass through 
an aperture, regardless of Its shape, 
The disk, once ip place, would be held 
by the pressure of the water against 
the hull. 


Improved Soldering Process. 
A form of the Schoop metal-spraylng 
process is claimed to be effective in 
soldering. 
The soldering pistol doe* 
not require the compressed air Jet, as 
the fuel-gas used is under pressure 
and gives the flame* sufficient driving 
force to spread the solder over the 
surfaces to be soldered.

Jng mechanism feeds the wire soldei 
continuously 
into

flame.

method is convenient, rapid and inex­ 
pensive and Is free from the tedioue 
and disagreeable features of soldering 
by hand.

To Save Vessels From Sinking. 
Interest has been aroused by an ap- 


paratus that has lately been developed 
to save ocean vessels from sinking 
after being torpedoed or damaged by 
collision. The contrivance, which is 
shown in Popular Mechanics Maga- 
zine, comprices a laminated steel disk, 
to the center of which is attached a 
series 
of 
rubberized 
canvas cone 


shaped buckets. In use, the end cone 
on the chain would be lowered inui 
the water in the vicinity of the hole 
In a ship's hull. Upon being caught by 
the inrushing water, It would be pulled 
through the opening. The whole string 
of buckets would then be lowered along 
with the disk so that the latter 
would be pulled in place over the 
break. The cones, being of flexible ma- 
terial, would be able 'to pass through 
an aperture, regardless of its shape. 
The disk, once in place, would be held 
by the pressure of the water against 
the hull. 


Improved Soldering Process. 


A form of the Schoop metal-spraying 


process is claimed to be effective in 
soldering. 
The soldering pistol does 


not require the compressed air jet, as 
the fuel-gas used Is under pressure 
and gives the flame' sufficient driving 
force to spread the solder over the 
surfaces to be soldered. A small driv- 
ing mechanirm feeds the wire soldei 
continuously into the 
flame.

Find Markets for 
Canned Goods 


By the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture 


Housewives and members of can­ 
ning clubs are urged to study their 
market at the beginning of the season 
and pack according to the local de­ 
mands for different products. 
They 
are advised by the bureau of markets 
of the department to secure orders for 
canned goods before putting them up. 
Small lots of nonstandardized prod­ 
ucts are difficult to soil except among 
local buyers and are not purchased by 
the army, navy, commercial dealers 
or any department of the government. 
Many appeals to the department of 
agriculture to find a market for home- 
canned goods have been made during 
the past year and often ¿fie canners 
believed that the government was in 
the market for such goods. 
Subject 
to whatever regulations may be made 
by the federal government, the mar­ 
keting of food products will proceed 
In the usual manner and the bureau of 
markets points out that proper grad­ 
ing, standardizing and careful prepa­ 
ration for market are especially nec­ 
essary in handling canned goods, jams, 
Julies and preserves. 
Home-canned products can be kept 
over from one season to the next and 
those who have not sold their goods 
have reserves to draw from for their 
home table. It is good policy, say the 
specialists, for the housewife to pro­ 
vide a reasonable surplus beyond 11: * 
probable home consumption for the 
next crup year. 
While the bureau of markets is giv­ 
ing aid to producers on marketing 
problems it says that it is difficult to 
place producers of small quantities of 
different kinds of products in touch 
with buyers and urges home and club 
canners to Jearn the marketing end of 
their business just the same as pro­ 
ducers in other lines of industry.

Immigration Promises to 
Set New Record— Smallest 
Since the Colonial Days 


When the present fiscal year ends, 
June 30, it is highly probable that a 
new immigration record will be set— 
the smallest since colonial days, says 
the Washington Herald. 
Immigration statistics of the first 
six months indicate that the year’s 
total may be less than 100,000 persons. 
For the half-year ending January 1, 
101S, only 57,715 came to America, and 
since then the monthly totals have 
dwindled to a few thousands. 
The war, of course, is responsible. 
The real dwindling began when tho 
United States entered the w?ar. Since 
that day only one country has sent 
anything like the normal number of 
immigrants. 
That is Japan, which 
country now leads all nations in send­ 
ing immigrants to America. Japanese 
immigration this year will reach 12,000 
as against 8,925 in 1917, 8,711 in 1916 
and 8,609 in 1915. 
During the first 
half of this fiscal year G,008 Japanese 
arrived and they’ve been coming over 
at the rate of more than a thousand 
a month. 
Italy, which before the wrar sent 
over seven times as many immigrants 
as Japan then did, this year will send 
less than a third as many. 
Mexico, which sent 16,438 immi­ 
grants in 1917, will send less than 
three thousand this year.

What of General Pershing, who may 


one day have as great an army as any? 
jJie question is asked as often in Eu- 
lope as m America. It is not, I think, 
known in America how deep a first im- 
pression his character as man and sol- 
dier have made on the British and, in- 
deed, the Fiench, \\ritcs W. Beach 
Thomas in Harper's Magazine. 


When he landed in England in June, 


191G, one of the British newspapers, 
whose correspondent had been for a 
long while in his presence, compared 
him with Moltke, who was "silent in 
seventeen languages." What General 
Pershing, the master of several Philip- 
pine dialects, said was little and good. 
When General Joffre shook his hand in 
Puns a few weeks later—a scene wor- 
thy of a great historical memorial—he 
said to one of his staff, "Geneial Per- 
shing will think first and act after- 
wards." At all junctures the general 
has been cool and prompt nnd deter- 
mined. His colonel in Cuba wrote of 
li'in, "He is the bravest and coolest 
man under fire I ever saw m my life" 
His own recorded maxims are few ; but 
at tho most worrying cusis in France—- 
when news of tho arrival of American 
troops was published while some of 
those troops were still in tho danger 
zone at sea—he said, "I do not worry, 
and when the day's work is over I go 
to sleep."

Immigration Promises to 


Set New Record—Smallest 


Since the Colonial Days 


When the present fiscal year ends, 


June 30, it is highly probable that a 
new immigration record will be set— 
the smallest since colonial days, says 
the Washington Herald. 


Immigration statistics of the first 


six months indicate that the year's 
total may be less than 100,000 persons. 
For the half-year ending January 1. 
1918, only 37,713 came to America, and 
since then the monthly totals have 
dwindled to a few thousands. 


The war, of couise, is responsible. 


The real dwindling began when the 
United States entered the war 
Since 


that day only one country has sent 
anything like the normal number of 
immigrants. 
That is Japan, whicli 


country now leads all nations in send- 
ing immigrants to America. Japanese 
immigration this year will reach 12,000 
as against 8,925 m 1917, 8,711 in 1910 
and 8,609 in 1915. 
During the first 


half of this fiscal year 6,008 Japanese 
arrived and they've been coming over 
at the rate of more than a thousand 
a month. 


Italy, which before the w^ar seat 


over seven times as many immigrant 
as Japan then did, this year Will send 
less than a third as many. 


Mexico, which sent 16,438 immi- 


grants in 1917, 
will send less than 


three thousand this jear.

E. H. Markley, food administrator ol 
lb* county, ho Issued the following order 
from the Food AdmiiifetnUion which is 
now effective. 
"When « fermer brings to the mill 
wheat grown by himself, the miller tnsy 
deliver to him, on a toll or exchange bas­ 
is, a sufficient amoont of flour without 
substitutes to provide eight pounds per 
month for etch person in his household 
or establishment, until October 1,1018, 
provided thst the farmer signs the follow­ 
ing certificate and that the miller has 
reasonable cause to believe the truth 
thereof: 
"Date................... 
"I,>. »......... hereby certify that the 
wheat this day delivered by me to the 
mill o f.................... at..............was grown 
by me on my farm; tiiat the amount of 
flour to be delivered to me, together with 
that already on hand, will not get me a 
supply more than sufficient to meet the 
requirements of my household or estab* 
lisbment, under the regulations of the 
Uuited States food administration, and 
that I will not sell, lend or deliver such 
flour to be used for any purpose, eicept 
human consumption in my household or 
establishment.” This privilege is not ex« 
tended to grocers or any other persons 
S except the millers exchanging flour for 
f wheat. 
All dealers shipping eggs to the city 
must candle them and put a certificate to 
that effect in the case. Food Adminis« 
trator Markley announces that all restric­ 
tions on the serving of Hamburger steak 
have been lifted and that it may be serv* 
ed at any meal any day.

What of General Pershing, who may 


one day have as great an army as any"? 
The question is asked as often in Eu- 
lope as in America. It is not, I think, 
known in America how deep a first im- 
pression his character as man and sol- 
dier have made ofi the British and, in- 
deed, the French, writes W. Beach 
Thomas in Harper's Magazine. 


When he landed m England in June, 


191G, 
one of the British newspapers, 


whose correspondent had been for a 
long -while in his presence, compared 
him with Moltke, who was "silent in 
seventeen languages." What General 
Pershing, the master of several Philip- 
pine dialects, said was little and good. 
When General Joffre shook his hand in 
Paris a few weeks later—a scene wor- 
thy of a great historical memorial—he 
said to one of his staff, "General Per- 
shmg will think first and act after- 
wards." At all junctures the general 
has been cool and prompt and deter- 
mined. His colonel in Cuba wrote of 
him, "He is the bravest and coolest 
man under fire I ever saw in my life." 
His own lecorded maxims are few; but 
at the most -worrying crisis in Prance— 
when news of the arrival of American 
troops was published while some of 
those troops were still in the danger 
zone at sea—he said, "I do not worry, 
and when the clay's work is over I go 
to sleep."

Immigration Promises to 


Set New Record—Smallest 


Since the Colonial Days 


When the present fiscal year ends, 


June 30, it is highly probable th.it a 
new immigration record will be set— 
the smallest since -colonial dajs, says 
the Washington Herald. 


Immigration, statistics of the first 


six months indicate that the year's 
total may be less than 100,000 persons. 
For the half-jear ending January 1, 
191 S, only o7,7lo came to America, and 
since then the monthly totals have 
dwindled to a few thousands. 


The war, of couise, is responsible. 


The real dwindling began when the 
United States entered the war 
Since 


that day only one country has sent 
anything like the normal number of 
immigrants. 
That is Japan, which, 


country now leads all nations in send- 
ing immigrants to America. Japanese 
immigration this year will reach 12,000 
as against 8,925 m 1917, 8,711 m 1910 
and 8,609 in 1915. 
During the first 


half of this fiscal year 6,008 Japanese 
arrived and they've been coming over 
at the rate of more than a thousand 
a month. 


Italy, which before the war seat 


over seven times as many immigrant: 
as Japan then did, this year will send 
less than, a third as many. 


Mexico, which sent 16,438 immi- 


grants in 1917, will send less thao 
three thousand this year.

Find Markets for 
Canned Goods 


By die U. S. Department of 
Agriculture 


Housewives and members of can­ 
ning clubs are urged to study thei* 
market at the beginning of the season 
and pack according to the local de-‘ 
mands for different products. 
They 
are advised by the bureau of markets 
of the department to secure orders for 
canned goods before putting them up. 
Small hits of nonstandardized prod­ 
ucts are difficult to sell except among 
local buyers and are not purchased by 
the army, navy, commercial dealers 
or any department of the government. 
Many appeals to the department of 
agriculture to find a market for home- 
canned goods have been made during 
the past year and often ¿¿ie canners 
believed that the government was in 
the market for such goods. 
Subject 
to whatever regulations may be made 
by the federal government, the mar-1 
keting of food products will proceed 
In the usual mauner and the bureau of 
markets points out that proper grad­ 
ing, standardizing and careful prepa­ 
ration for market are especially nec­ 
essary in handling canned goods, jams, 
Julies and preserves. 
Home-canned products can be kept 
over from one season to the next and 
those who have not sold their goods 
have reserves to draw from for their 
home table. It is good policy, say the 
specialists, for the housewife to pro­ 
vide a reasonable surplus beyond tlr* 
probable home consumption for the 
next crop year. 
While the bureau of markets is giv­ 
ing aid to producers on marketing 
problems it says that It is difficult to 
place producers of small quantities of 
different kinds of products in touch 
with buyers and urges home and club 
canners to learn the marketing end of 
their business just the same as pro­ 
ducers in other lines of industry.

Magazine Writer’s Close-Up 
of Our General Pershing, as 
a Man and American Soldier.

When the present fiscal year ends, 
June 30, it Is highly probable that a 
new immigration record will be sot— 
the smallest since colonial days, says 
the Washington Herald. 
Immigration statistics of the first 
six months indicate that the year’s 
total may be less than 100,000 persons. 
For the half-year ending January 1, 
101S, only 57,715 came to America, and 
6lnce then the monthly totals have 
dwindled to a few thousands. 
The war, of course, is responsible. 
The real dwindling began when the 
United States entered the war. 
Since 
that day only one country has sent 
anything like the normal number of 
immigrants. 
That is Japan, which 
country now leads all nations in send­ 
ing immigrants to America. Japanese 
immigration this year will reach 12,000 
as against 8,025 in 1917, 8,711 in 1910 
and 8,609 in 1915. 
During the first 
half of this fiscal year 0,008 Japanese 
arrived and they’ve been coming over 
at the rate of more than a thousand 
a month. 
Italy, which before the war seat 
over seven times as many immigrants 
as Japan then did, this year will send 
less than a third as many. 
Mexico, which sent 1G,438 immi­ 
grants in 1917, will send less than 
three thousand this year.
